William K Warrington’ is president 
and said to be part owner of the Vul- 
can Iron works, with a pretentious 
plant at 327 North Irving avenue. 

To Warrington the Liberty loan is 
“old stuff”; the fact that the United 
States is * war with Germany all 
bosh ”; the talk of men who sell bonds 
for Uncle Sam without salary is 
“bunk”; the bond sellers themselves 
are men to be avoided, duarreled with, 
insulted, and ordered from his office 
with implied threats of violence. 

These facts Warrington disclosed 
yesterday in his own office in the pres- 
enoe of a TRIBUN® reporter. 


‘Banker Arranges Exposé. 

The disclosure originated with Rob- 
ert Forgan, president of the West 
Town State bank, 2354 West Madison 
street, who is in charge of the Liberty 
loan campaign in his district. On two 
occasions Mr. Forgan heard that War- 
rington had refused to allow Liberty 
bond salesmen to enter his plant for 
the purpose of selling bonds to em- 
ployés. 

Mr. Forgan determined to investi- 
gate. He took his own badge and 
‘pinned it on the lapel of a TRIBUNE 
reporter. Then the reporter went to 

Warrington's office with George Scott 
and George Darcie, who do team work 
in the flying squadron.” Mr. War- 
rington was approached as an assured 
patriot. Here is what happened: 

In the center of the Vulcan Iron 
Works office is a steel cage. Inside 
the cage is a high desk. On one side 
sat a clerk. Opposite him sat War- 
fington. As the three entered the 
dlerk whispered audibly: 

“Tiberty bond salesmen!” 

Scott, who is a seasoned salesman, 
advaneed toward Warrington with 
hand extended. Warrington looked at 
the Liberty bond badge, hesitated, then 
gingerly accepted the hand clasp. 

„„We are representatives of the 
United States government,” said Scott, 
“and we came to go through your 
plant to sell your employés some Lib- 
erty bonds. I am sure, Mr. Warring 
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salesmen: who have been here,” inter- 
rupted Warrington. “I should think 
you fellows would know how I stand 
on that matter. No, I will not let you 
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salesmen in my shop oo working 
hours.” 

“ But,” said Scott, patiently, “we are 
not salesmen. We represent the gov- 
ernment. The country’s at war. It's 
the sinews of war we are after. Surely 
you won't refuse us a chance to talk 
to your employés.” 

“Old Stuff,” Says ‘Warringten. 

Warrington grew impatient. No, 
no,” he sald. That's old stuff. I've 
read all about this Liberty loan. No, 
not during working hours.” 

But Scott insisted: “Why, no one 
elne has refused us this. Uncle Sam 
must have the money, and this is the 
way to get it. This is a test of your 
patriotism, Mr. Warrington. Are you 
100 per cent patriotic?” 

„ want no inferences,” sald War- 
rington, turning “I do not wish 
10 talk with you. Leave my office.” 

There followed a heated conversa- 
tion, with Scott and Darcie attempting 
to convince Warrington he was mak- 
ing a mistake. From Warringtom came 
the words, “Bosh,” “Bunk,” “Old 
stuff,” with numerous orders to the 
bond men to “ get out of here.” 

The reporter followed Warrington 
into the fron cage. He disclosed his 
ifjentity. The reporter was ordered 
out. Then he asked: 

“Were you born in Germany, Mr. 
Warrington?” 

“None of your @—d business!” 
shouted Warrington. “Get out, get 
out—all of you, and be quick about it.”

Writer Tells How 
Shells Cleared Way 
for the Infantry.

LONDON, Oct. 26.—The panorama of 
a modern battlefield, as seen from the 
air while fighting is in progress, is de- 
scribed by a correspondent who flew 
through the mist and shell smoke over 


the heads of Gen. Maistre’s troops as 


they advanced to the capture of Fort 
Malmaison in the great victory in 
Chemin des Dames on Tuesday. 

“ Two of us,” the correspondent says, 
“were detailed, and watched the at- 
tack at close range. When we left 
the ground a heavy mist compelled us 
to fly low, at a height of 400 feet. 

“We reached the front lines five 
minutes before time of the attack, 
and pushed @ mile into German 
territory, so as to keep abreast of 
the shells. Ahead were French avia- 
ters who were to seh back reports of 
infantry progress.

y stretched as far as the eye could 
see. Just ahead of them we saw clouds 
of smoke breaking on the ground. 
The men did not accelerate their pace. 
They seemed to be following automat- 
ically their creeping barrage fire. At 
times three to four of them would dis- 
appear in a streak of smoke, reappear- 
ing a moment later on the other side. 


Keep Up with Poilus. 


“We waited until the poilus were 
beneath us and then kept over them 
as they advanced. Just behind us and 
a little below were two seater observa- 
tion machines sending back reports of 
the infantry advance. Like an Irre- 
sistible wave the poilus steadily walked 
on, the barrage screening them until 
they reached the boche trenches and 
went over to find that practically all 
resistance had been bombed out of 
the Germans. 

“We had been so intent watching 
the German trenches that we had paid 
little attention to the air, leaving that. 
to those assigned to it, but just before 
the first objective had been reached a 
big black German two seater marked 
with immense black crosses on a white 
ground came out of the mist under 
us, making for our lines, a tly 
out of control. Later we found him 
within our territory. The pilot and 
observer were captured before they 
could destroy the machine.”

BRAZIL VOTES. 
WAR; FLEET SENT 


TO TAKE WARSHIP 


V-Beak Biiashs Clas 
Republic to Break 
wit h Germany. . 
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RIO JANEIRO, Oct. 26.—Brasil is at 
war with Germany today. 

It is the nineteenth nation to enter 
the conflict against the kaiser. 

Like the United States, the German 
U-boat warfare caused Brazil to take 
a decided stand. 

149 to 1 for War. 

The chamber of deputies by an al- 
most unanimous vote declared today 
that a state of war existed between 
Germany and Brasil. The vote was 
149 to 1. 

The senate unanimously approved 
the proclamation of a state of war with 
Germany. 

President Bras immediately © ap- 
proved the action of the two houses. 

People Acclaim Action. 
The virtually unanimous vote of 
the deputies was recetved with gen- 
eral acclamation. 

The tribunes of the chamber were 
filled to capacity. After a debate on 
the opportuneness of proclaiming 
martial law, the president of the 
diplomatic commission spoke in favor 
of a law worded as follows: 

“A state of war between Brazil and 
Germany is hereby acknowledged and 
proclaimed. The president of the re 
public is authorized to adopt the 
measures enunciated in his 
of Oct. 25, and to take all steps tend 
ing to insure national defense and pub- 
lic security.” 

Seize German Warship. 

According to the newspapers, tor- 
pedo boat destroyers have received or- 
ders to proceed to Babia and take pos- 
session of the German gunboat Eber, 
which has been lying there for some 
time. 

The Eber is a vessel of 984 tons. 
It is 203 feet. long and has a draft of 
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on the further bank of the Isondéo, 
and apparently are across the border 
at its extreme eastern point, directly 
west of Tolmino, Santa Lucia, and the 
northern end of the Bainsizza plateau.

A CHARTER FOR CHICAGO, 
[From the Cleveland Plain Dealer.) 

No other city government in the country probably 
has received as much advertising in the last year or 
two as that of Chicago, and most of it has been of the 
sort which no community enjoys. How much of the 
difficulty has been due to a faulty form of government 
it would be impossible to determine and perhaps un- 
Profitable to discuss. Whether the, fault lies in the 
form or not, an active movement has been in progress 
for some time to give Chicago a more modern charter. 

The Chicago bureau of public efficiency has prepared 
a bill for introduction in the legislature to authorize 
a general remodeling of the big city’s form of govern- 
ment. The ultimate object of the bureau 106 to bring 
| under one unified government all the Chicago suburbs 
that are ripe for annexation. This, it appears, cannot 
be accomplished without extensive modifications of 
the state constitution. ; 

As an immediate step, therefore, the bureau urges 
legislation that will permit O.lcago to rid itself of its 
present cumbersome form of government, to:shorten 
the ballot, to centralize authority, and eliminate 
superfluous elections. While the title of mayer is re- 
tained, he becomes virtually a city manager, elected 
by the council and holding office upon an indefinite 
tenure. : 

The mayor now holds office four years, but there 
Are annual elections, the terms of the aldermen expir- 
ing at different times, The present council is com- 
er of seventy members, twe representing each 

By the suggested change the mayor or manager 
would hold office at the will of the council. The coun- 
cil itself, reduced from seventy to thirty members, 
would be elected for four years but subject to the 
recall. Primaries are abolished. Three-quatters of 
the city elections are eliminated, if one ignares pos- 
sible recall elections, which means a large saving of 
expense. The only elective office left, save that of 
mumicipal judge, court judges, and attachés not 
covered by the legislation, would be that 
of alderman, each ward choosing one. <a 

Elections are to be nonpartisan. A majority is

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NO NEED FOR MEASLES 
EPIDEMIC. 
OL. MUNSON of the United States 
army has just finished his report 
to the military surgeon of an ex- 
tensive outbreak of measles in 


} certain national guard regiments sta- 
-} tioned last year in San Antonio. He 


sums up by saying: 

-“ Measles is a thoroughly preventable 
and controllable disease. A few scat- 
tered cases will occur, but if the fore- 
going rules, based on the experiences 
in thia camp are carried out, the writer 
does not hesitate to state his firm con- 
viction that measles need not occur in 
epidemic form.” These are the exact 
words of one of the best health authori- 
ties in the best health service 
world—the. medical corps of the United 
States army. And these are the more 


as establishing conditions favorable to 
the early development and spread of 
measles, 

2. Consider measles as ‘one of the 
respiratory disease group. The general

7. Ifthe case of probable measles has 
never had measles, isolate him for three 
days. a 

8. Whenever measles is around al- 
ways isolate all persons with a tempera- 
ture of 101 degrees or over. 

9. In the presence of an outbreak of 
measles find the cases in the early stage 
before eruption by having all colds re- 
ported, by having the ‘medical officer 
visit each tent daily for the purpose of 
examining every soldier lying down on 
account of malaise or any complaint; 
by having the medical officer look over 
the men in line every day for signs of 
early measles or other light illness. 

10. Study the location and distribu- 
tion of the cases of measles carefully. 

11. Look for recurrent waves of cases 
about every twelve days, especially at 
the start of the epidemic. 

12. ff possible, isolate all contacts for 
fourteen days. Be certain to isolate all 
contacts who have not had the disease. 

13. Disinfect all belongings of the

People accept measles as a necessary 
evil, and this, in spite of the fact that 
statistics prove that the total number 
of people killed by the disease is very 
large. Here comes one of the most ex- 
perienced men telling us that “ measles 
need not occur in epidemic form.” What 
he says relates to army life. In civil 
life it is never possible to command peo- 
ple as in the army. On the other hand, 
the contacts are not so close as in the 
army. . 8 
Any one who reads the above rules 
will note that the prevention of measles 
is up to the people themselves. The 
rules laid down are of the simplest. 


Keep out of badly ventilated houses; do |‘ 


not use the common drinking cup; keep 
away from persons with colds; regard 
all colds in winter as possible measles ; 
examine closely for measles whenever 
there is a cold, headache, fever or 
malaise; report all suspicious cases at 
once, and sun the bedrooms and bed- 
ding. 

These are simple procedures and 
worth carrying out, promising as they do 
to rid us of measies.

Eustis, formerly Miss Nina Crosby, 
daughter of the late Walter Floyd Cros- 
by, and with a son 15 years old by her 
former husband, who died two years 
ago, is the head of a younger branch of 
the princely and ducal house of Polignac, 

Enlisting at the beginning of the war 
in the cavalry, he secured his transfer 
to the corps of aviators, winning both 
promotion to the rank of sergeant, and 
the Cross of the Legion of Honor. 

Educated at the celebrated Jesuit col- 
lege of Feldkirch, in Austria, and at that 
in the Rue de Madrid, in Paris, he has 
inherited from his grandmother, the 
widow Pommery, a portion of her share 
in the great champagne concern which 
she founded, and of which he is one of 
the managers. , 

His father was the Marquis Guy de 
Polignac, of the Chateau de Kerbistic, 
in the Morbihan, and his mother, who 
still survives, was, prior to her marriage, 
Mlle. Louise Pommery. He is a great- 
grandnephew of Prince Jules de Polign- 
ac, who was prime minister of Charles 
X., and is a cousin of the present and 
fourth Duc de Polignac. 

The dukedom of Polignac dates from 
1780, when it was created by Louis XVI. 
of France. But the family is a very 
ancient one. It originally bore the name 
of de Chalenzon, flourished in the Haut 
Lofre in the eleventh century, and was 
authorized by the crown to adopt the 
name and the arms of de Polignac on 
the occasion of the marriage of Pierre 
Armand de Chalenzon to Valpurge, sister 
and heiress of the last Vicomte de Po- 
lignac, in 1421. 

One of the Chalenzon’s de Polignacs 
was plenipotentiary of Louis XIV. to the 
congress of Utrecht in 1712. Duke Jules 
de Polignac was minister of state to 
Louis XVI. in 1782, and his wife, Duchess 
Gabrielle, was the most intimate friend 
and devoted adherent of the ill fated 
Queen Marie Antoinette. 


— 
Their second son, Prince Jules de Po- 
lignac, after taking part in the royalist 
insurrection in the Vendee, and being 
imprisoned by Napoleon from 1804 to 


1814, was French ambassador to Great 


Britain after the restoration of the Bour- 
bons, and prime minister to Charles X. 
It ig to him that is ascribed the promul- 
gation of those unpopular royal ordl- 
nances in 1830 which resulted in the July 
revolution of that year, and in the over- 
throw and exile of King Charles. 

The prince was arrested at Granville 
in Normandy in that year and con- 
demned to perpetual imprisonment. After 
spending’ another six years in the fortress 
of Ham, where afterwards Napoleon III. 
was confined, his sentence was commuted 
to one of exile. 

The present Duke de Polignac is his 
grandnephew and owner of the large 
estates that Queen Marie Antoinette lav- 
ished’ upon her friend, the Duchess Ga- 
brielle de Polignac. , 

One of the brothers of thé late duke, 
namely, Prince Edmond de Polignac, 
married in 1893 Winneretta. Singer of 
NeW Tork, one of the daughters and 
heiresses of Isaac Singer of se g ma- 
chine celebrity. She is now a widow. 
Another brother, the late Prince Ca- 
mille de Polignac, served in the Confed- 
erate army during the war of the union, 
up to the rank of major general, and 
contracted several marriages—his first 
union, with a Mile. de Bretsche of New 
Orleans, to whom he was united in the 
Cathedral of Valenciennes in 1856, in- 
volving him in no end of legal contro- 
versies,

in France, was killed on the very eve 
of his twenty-first birthday. He was 
half American, for his mother is a 
daughter of the late Edward L. Living- 
ston of New York, and his father, Gran- 
ville Farquhar, is a very wealthy mem- 
ber of the London stock exchange, and 
was at one time a yery familiar figure 
in New York society and business cir- 
cles. 

Granville Farquhar makes his home at 
Eastnor castle, in Herefordshire, which 
he leases from Lady Henry Somerset, 
and is a brother of Sir Walter Farqu- 
har of Gilmilnscroft, in Ayrshire. : 

Sir Walter’s baronetcy was bestowed 
upon his great-grandfather, for medical 
services rendered to George IV. as prince 
regent, in the capacity of his chief phy- 

lan, and among the other descend- 
ants of the first baronet is Lord Farqu- 
har, who was master of the royal house- 
hold throughout the reign of Edward 
VII., and who 18 lord in waiting to the 
present king. :

The Farquhars are descended from Sir 
Robert Farquhar of Gilmilnscroft, dep- 
uty receiver general of Scotland in the 
reign of Charles I., and have been in 
possession of Gilmilnscroft ever since. 

A nephew of Granville and of his 
brother, Sir Waiter Farquhar, was Lieut. 
Col. Francis Farquhar of the Coldstream 
guards, and remembered in America and 
in Canada as former military secretary 
of the Duke of Connaught at Ottawa. 
He was killed during the first months 
of the present war. 

The colonel’s elder brother fell in the 
Black mountain expedition, as a captain 
of the Seaforth Highlanders, while Ar- 
thur, another brother of Granville Far- 
quhar and of Sir Walter, was killed in 
the Soudan in the massacre of Gen. 
Hicks and of his Egyptian army at El 
Obeid, in 1883. Hs died unmarried, but 

previously been the subject of some 
gossip over here in connection with a 
romance in the lite of an American 
woman now dead, who in her younger 
days was celebrated in the old world,

Against the lumber workers 
of the northwest, striking principally for 
an eight hour day and clean and sani- 
tary living conditions, Wilson used mili- 
tary force, jailing their leaders, holding 
them as military prisoners without war- 
rant of civil law, breaking the strike in 
the typical western way. ~ 
In 1916, compared, with 1918, Pinchot 
shows the total labor charge of United 
States Steel to have increased 27 per 
cent, earnings applicable to dividends 
234 per cent, and 1913 earnings were 
nearly a third larger than the pre-war 
average.

The ‘entertainment, „he Wishing 
Ring,” in which 186 of West Chicago’s 
population participated, was given last 
night and the night before.
